The 2007 edition provides readers with a 
thorough overview of our region’s most valuable resource — its 270 colleges 
and universities. 

The revered diversity of America’s higher education institutions is on full 
view here, albeit in abbreviated form. New England’s two-year community 
and technical colleges, long-established land-grant institutions, traditional 
liberal arts colleges, world-famous research universities and professional 
schools all offer pathways to empowerment and success for our students, 
while they generate tremendous economic energy and serve as irreplace- 
able cultural assets to our communities. 

College-bound students and their families will find useful information 
herein on each of New England’s degree-granting colleges and universities, 
including tuition and room and board charges and a summary of admissions 
information, deadlines and fees. 

With its thousands of names and titles of key campus administrators and 
its institution-specific data on campus benchmarks ranging from enrollment to 
endowment value, the directory is also a must-have reference tool for policy- 
makers, educators, CEOs and elected officials in New England and beyond. 

College-bound students and others can also learn here how to receive a 
substantial break on college tuition. NEBHE ’s “Tuition Break” program 
saved 8,300 participating students more than $45 million in tuition last 
academic year.

M ost good jobs formerly open to smart, ambitious high school graduates now 
require a college degree. Each year, fewer avenues to success exist for those 
who haven’t attended college. Yet, New England lags in making higher 
education available to all groups, particularly minority and lower-income students. If 
we are to be “college ready” and “world ready,” we must ensure that more of our 
residents continue their educations beyond high school and earn associate, bachelor’s 
or graduate degrees. 

NEBHE and the six New England states have recently launched an exciting 
regional effort called College Ready New England. The approximately 270 institutions 
listed in this, the 38th edition of Connection’s Annual Directory of New England 
Colleges and Universities, are both contributors to and beneficiaries of this new 
regional initiative. 

College Ready New England aims to increase the numbers of students who 
graduate from high school prepared for college and then go on to earn college 
degrees. To achieve this goal, NEBHE has joined forces with New England’s 
governors, education commissioners and state higher education officers to share the 
best ideas and most successful methods for preparing more students, young and old, 
for college success. College Ready New England will also develop marketing 
campaigns targeted at students who face the most difficulty entering and succeeding 
in college. New campaigns will impress upon these students and their parents the 
value of a college degree in today’s job market and give them the resources to 
navigate through available options. 

The colleges and universities in this directory are contributors to the College 
Ready New England effort because their faculty and staff are the region’s greatest 
resource in improving education and encouraging students to prepare for college. 
The expertise residing on our college campuses can inform and strengthen pre-K-12 
teaching and help a new generation of educators spark a love for learning in younger 
students and adults. One excellent example of this dynamic may be found in 
Worcester, Mass., where Clark University students and faculty are energizing 
neighborhood schools with the latest innovations in teaching and learning. 

Colleges are also contributors to this effort in another way. No professional 
marketing staff can do as much to stir a passion for learning in young people as can 
dedicated college students enlisted to serve as ambassadors for higher learning. 
For example, University of Connecticut admissions officers have successfully 
involved diverse students in calling prospective students of color who are ambivalent 
about enrolling. Students listen to their peers. 

The colleges and universities in this directory are also beneficiaries of College 
Ready New England because their future absolutely depends upon a flowing pipeline 
of college-ready students (and New England’s future depends, in turn, upon the 
vitality of its higher education enterprise both as a key industry and as the source of 
tomorrow’s skilled workers). The region’s elite colleges draw from a global pool of 
students, and the presence of these international students enriches our campuses and 
their communities. In New England’s own cities and rural villages, however, we can 
also find thousands of educationally underserved students headed for passionless 
jobs and no careers. We cannot leave these students behind. 

College Ready New England will expand the higher education horizons of all New 
England residents in the years to come. This directory is not only a convenient 
one-stop reference tool for all college-bound students — high-school seniors, potential 
graduate students and adult learners — who are planning for college and conducting a 
college search. It is a directory of readiness.

FAQ 


What is tuition? 

Tuition is what colleges charge for courses 
and instruction. Other costs billed to 
students include fees and room and board. 
Tuition at state colleges and universities is 
typically based on a student’s residency. 

A student who is a resident of the state 
where the college is located is charged the 
in-state tuition rate; a student from another 
state typically pays a much higher out-of- 
state tuition rate. A student eligible under 
the RSP Tuition Break program pays a 
regional rate that is between the in-state 
and out-of-state rates. Note: Only the 
tuition portion of college costs is discount- 
ed by the RSP Tuition Break program, not 
fees, room and board and other expenses. 

How much of a discount is the 
RSP Tuition Break? 

The Tuition Break allows an eligible student 
to pay a regional rate, which is significantly 
less than out-of-state tuition. The rate is 
based on a percentage (up to 175 percent) 
of the out-of-state college’s in-state rate. 
Example: In-state tuition = $3,000; 
Out-of-state tuition = $12,000; Regional 
tuition = $5,250 (discount of $6,750). 

Is the RSP Tuition Break a scholarship? 

No. It is a discount on the regular out-of- 
state tuition rate that a student pays when 
attending a state college or university in 
another New England state. 

Is a student in the RSP Tuition 
Break program eligible to apply 
for financial aid? 

Yes. A student should complete the FAFSA 
federal application and any financial aid 
applications required by the college(s). 

For more information, check Financial 
Aid Resources listed in this flyer. 

Is the RSP Tuition Break for 
New England only? 

Yes. The program is only for permanent 
New England residents attending out-of- 
state public colleges and universities in the 
six New England states - Connecticut, 
Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Vermont. 


How does a student qualify 
for the RSP Tuition Break? 

As a permanent resident of a New England 
state, a student is eligible for the RSP 
Tuition Break when enrolled in an 
approved degree program offered by 
a specific public college or university in 
another New England state. Approved 
majors (associate, bachelor’s and graduate) 
for residents of each New England state are 
listed at www.nebhe.org/tuitionbreak. 
For a list of programs, search our online 
database of programs or download the 
annual catalog. 

How does a student apply 
for the RSP Tuition Break? 

A student must declare an approved Tuition 
Break major that is offered by that college 
and indicate, “applying for NEB HE RSP 
Tuition Break” on the college’s application 
for admission. 


Why is a state of residence not 
listed as eligible for an approved 
degree program? 

A state is not listed when one of the state 


colleges or universities in that state offers a 
comparable program (which in some cases 
has a different name). 


If an out-of-state college is closer 
to a student's permanent home, 
is the student eligible for the RSP 
Tuition Break? 

Sometimes. A student who lives closer to 
an out-of-state college than an in-state col- 
lege offering the same program, is eligible 
for the RSP Tuition Break in some cases. 
Most community colleges (and some four- 
year campuses) allow this eligibility. Refer 
to RSP Policies: Proximity Policy for details 
at www.nebhe.org/tuitionbreak and 
contact an RSP campus representative to 
find out if a particular college allows 
this eligibility. 


How is a student accepted as 
an RSP Tuition Break student? 

The college or university notifies a student 
of acceptance through the RSP at the time 
of acceptance to the college. 

Gan a student already enrolled 
at a college declare an RSP Tuition 
Break major at that college? 

Usually. An enrolled student needs to 
contact the registrar and/or the college’s 
RSP campus representative, listed at 

www.nebhe.org/ tuitionbreak. 

What happens if a student changes 
from an approved RSP Tuition Break 
major to a major not approved? 

The college bills the student for the full 
out-of-state tuition once he/she is enrolled 
in a non-RSP degree program. 

Gan the RSP Tuition Break be used 
to attend a private college? 

No. Only New England’s state colleges 
and universities and community 
colleges participate. 


Are graduate programs available 
with the RSP Tuition Break? 

Yes. Hundreds of approved master’s, doctor- 
al and graduate certificate programs are 
available. In certain cases, graduate students 
may petition for eligibility for other unique 
programs. Refer to RSP Policies: Highly 
Specialized Graduate programs. Details 
are available at www.nebhe.org/ 
tuitionbreak. 

Is the RSP Tuition Break a 
new program? 

No. The program turns 50 years old in 
2007. The RSP was established by NEBHE 
in 1957 to expand educational opportuni- 
ties for New England residents and help the 
states avoid duplication of costly academic 
programs. Since 1957 the RSP has provided 
New England residents with savings on 
more than 200,000 annual tuition bills. 

The RSP has also saved individual New 
England states billions of dollars in expen- 
ditures, because they do not have to start 
up and operate academic programs that 
are offered in other New England states.

Financial Aid Resources 

for New England College Students 


Meeting College Costs 
Using Financial Aid 

Wendy A. Lindsay 


A t least half of all students receive 
financial aid to help pay for 
. college, which costs on average 
about $15,000 a year for a student 
attending a public college in state or 
double that for a private college 
(according to College Board 2005 data). 

What are students expected to pay 
each year towards their college expenses? 
Colleges make that determination based 
on personal finance information 
provided by students and their parents on 
their financial aid applications. 

For starters, students (and parents 
of dependent students*) need to 
complete the federal government’s 
FAFSA (Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid) to be considered for most 
kinds of financial aid, including loans. 
Students also need to complete 
additional financial aid application 
forms required by the colleges they 
wish to attend. 

The FAFSA asks students (and 
parents of dependent students*) to 
report family income, assets and 
benefits, and other information such as 
size of family and number of family 


members in college. Based on this 
information, the federal government 
calculates a student’s Expected Family 
Contribution (EFC) and reports the 
EFC to colleges listed by the student 
on the FAFSA and on a Student Aid 
Report provided to the student. 

Colleges often use additional 
criteria to determine a student’s EFC 
based on the other applications they 
require. The colleges identify the 
student’s eligibility for financial aid by 
subtracting the EFC from the Cost 
of Attendance. 

What is the Cost of Attendance? The 
colleges determine the estimated full cost 
of attendance for their students, which 
includes not only tuition, fees, room and 
board, or the costs of off-campus 
living, but also books and supplies, 
transportation and personal expenses. 

Financial aid is available from four 
basic sources: the federal government, 
state government (see agencies listed 
on page 27), colleges and universities, 
and private sources (including 
foundations, community organizations 
and corporations). 
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Federal Aid 

The federal government awards three 
major types of financial aid: Grants 
(gift aid, based on financial need); 
Work-Study (an award based on 
financial need, providing part-time 
employment arranged by the college); 
and Loans (borrowed money which 
must be repaid). 

Grants 

Federal Pell Grants and Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity Grants 
(FSEOG) are awarded by the colleges 
to undergraduate students who are 
identified as eligible by the federal 
government, based on information 
provided in the FAFSA. 

Work-Study 

Work-study money is awarded by the 
colleges to students identified as 
eligible by the federal government, 
based on information provided in the 
FAFSA. The students earn the award 
amount through part-time employment 
provided or arranged by the college. 

Federal Perkins Loans 

Federal Perkins Loans are very low- 
interest loans administered by participat- 
ing colleges for undergraduate, graduate 
and professional students with excep- 
tional financial need who are enrolled 
part-time or full-time. Priority is given to 
Pell Grant recipients. Students repay their 
loan to the college where they received it. 

Federal Stafford Loans 

Federal Stafford Loans are for under- 
graduate, graduate and professional 
students enrolled at least half time. 
Students can borrow up to a maximum 
loan amount each year they are enrolled 
and pay back the loan after leaving col- 
lege. Financial need is not a requirement, 
but loans are subsidized for students 
demonstrating financial need (the inter- 
est on their loan is forgiven while they are 
enrolled in college). 

Federal PLUS Loans 

Federal PLUS Loans are for parents of 
dependent* undergraduate students 
enrolled at least half time. The maxi- 
mum amount to be borrowed equals 
the cost of attendance minus any other 
financial aid received by the student. 
Repayment generally begins within 60 
days after the loan has been disbursed. 


Where to Obtain Stafford 
and PLUS Loans 

If the college participates as a lender in 
the William D. Ford Federal Direct 
Loan Program, students/parents bor- 
row directly from the federal 
government by applying through the 
college’s financial aid office. Otherwise, 
students/parents borrow from a bank, 
credit union or private lender that partic- 
ipates in the Federal Family Education 
Loan program (FFELP). 

Consolidation Loans 

Multiple Stafford or Plus loans can 
be combined into one loan for 
easier repayment. Information on 
Direct Loan consolidation is available 
from www.loanconsolidation.ed.gov or 
800-557-7392. For FFELP consolidation, 
contact the lender or loan service agent. 

Non-Federal Aid 

Scholarship, grant and loan programs 
are administered by agencies, 
foundations and loan authorities in 
each New England state. (See detailed 
list starting on page 25.) 

Scholarships and grants (gift aid) are 
awarded based on financial need and 
other criteria, such as academic and 
personal achievement, religious affilia- 
tion, ethnicity, memberships, hobbies 
or special interests. Scholarships and 
grants are offered by state financial aid 
agencies, colleges and universities, 
private businesses, foundations, 

community organizations, veterans’ 
groups, etc. To research scholarship 
opportunities, conduct free searches 
online using sites such as 

www.fastweb.com (see other web site 
resources on pages 24 and 25). Also 
check with the colleges, high school 
guidance offices, public libraries, 
chambers of commerce and community 
organizations for scholarship directories 
and lists.

FREE INFORMATION 

Free financial aid information and free 
scholarship searches are readily available 
from several sources including the federal 
government, state financial aid agencies, 
college financial aid offices, high school 
guidance counselors, libraries and 
the Internet. 

Watch out for scholarship scams! Explore 
all free sources before considering any 
private, fee-based scholarship service. 
Make sure a private service is reputable. 
Information is available from the Federal 
Trade Commission at www.ftc.gov or 
telephone 1 -877-FTC-HELP. 

MEET DEADLINES 

Students need to check with the college 
financial aid office to find out which applica- 
tion forms are required and what the dead- 
lines are. Financial aid applications must be 
completed on time, and early is better. Note: 
Students can apply for financial aid before 
they have been accepted by the colleges 
where they have applied for admission. 

The FAFSA should be completed as soon as 
possible after January 1 . Students and fami- 
lies can choose to estimate their income for 
the previous year and verify it later, instead 
of delaying their application until after filing 
taxes.

Expected Family Contribution (EFC) is 
determined by "federal methodology" 
and/or "institutional methodology." 

Federal methodology is a calculation, 
according to a formula specified in federal 
law, of information provided in the FAFSA, 
based on the student's income and assets, 
and in the case of dependent students, also 
the parents' income, assets and number of 
dependents.

Institutional methodology is a calculation 
conducted by colleges and universities who 
require other financial aid applications.
